Early mailing of Christmas pack­ 
ages and letters on the part of the 
public 
is being strongly urged at 
this 
time by both the federal and 
local postoffice authorities. 
Unless 
this is done the last-minute rush 
before Christmas will result in many 
pieces of mail being delayed in de­ 
livery until after Christmas. To he 
sure of a package being delivered, it 
should he mailed as soon as possible. 
Postal authorities call the atten­ 
tion of patrons to the fact that writ­ 
ing on any card placed in an en­ 
velope requires 
two cent 
postage, 
regardless of whether it is delivered 
in 
Rushville. 
Pin trolls 
sending 
Christmas greetings in envelopes are 
urged to remember that if they write 
on their cards, a two-cent stamp is 
necessary. If the card is all printed, 
one cent will carry the card any 
place in the United States. 
Postmaster-General Hays has is­ 
sued a letter to all departments, call­ 
ing 
attention to the “mail early” 
campaign, and giving directions f#r 
the proper addressing, wrapping and 
mailing 
of packages to facilitate 
quick delivery. The following extract 
of this message should he heeded by 
all 
who intend to mail Christmas 
packages, * and if its directions 
are 
followed the sender may be assured 
of his mfd being received in plenty 
of time before Chritsmas. 
“Tile parcels must he well wrap­ 
ped and tied .and addressed plainly 
in order that they may arrive in good 
condition with their Christmas ap­ 
pearance unspoiled. You can put on 
your packages, ‘Do not open until 
Christmas.’ 
And 
there 
must be a 
number 
on your house and a mail 
receptacle, 
too for, if there isn't, 
your letter carrier may not be able 
to find the house where the present 
belongs. There are some other things 
too, in which you can assist in im­ 
proving the mail service and in .sav­ 
ing our great government millions of 
dollars 
a year that is now wasted 
because of our carelessness—yours 
and mine. Every day that you drop 
a letter in the mail box 40,000,000 
other letters art* already pushing and 
jamming through the postal mach­ 
inery. 
One letter a day for each 
family of five persons in the Fnited 
States is given to Uncle Sam to de­ 
liver. When you send a parcel to 
the postoffice 
for mailing any day 
there are about 8.000,000 other par­ 
cels ahead of yours passing through 
the postal hopper. This is iii ordin­ 
ary days; at Christmas time it is 
multiplied many times."

The. four leading powers who 
entered into the compact to preserve 
peace in the Pacific and Far

make no binding agreement to guar­ 
antee the territorial integrity of any 
member nation and no super govern­ 
ment is set up and given authority 
to call in use the war forces of the 
United States. As the 
Indianapolis 
Star so aptly points out: 


N o b o d y undertakes to guarantee 
the rights of, any one else, as in the 
case of the League of Nations cove­ 
nant; there is no obligation to go to 
the rescue of any one. The treaty is 
a gentlmen’s agreement to do what 
the United States would do without 
any agreement in an effort at 
pre­ 
venting international conflicts. 
Art. IO of the League of Nations 
compact provides* that “ The 
mem­ 
bers of the league undertake to re­ 
spect and preserve a s against exter­ 
nal aggression the territorial integ­ 
rity and existing political independ­ 
ence of all members of the league . 
Objections was raised to that 
pro­ 
vision by those who believed it would 
involve us in foreign entanglements; 
that, for example, 
we 
would

bound to do our share toward pro­ 
tecting Poland if that nation Were 
attacked by a neighbor. Art. Id was 
the great stumbling block when the 
league 
covenant was presented to

ratification.

four-power agreement avoids Ilia*

senators 
and others objected. 
The United States obligates itself, 
under he new treaty, to respect the 
rights of others iii the Pacific. rl las 
country has no intention of 
doing 
anvilling else. Our neighbors inter­ 
ested in Pacific affairs agree to re­ 
spect our 
rights, 
and 
to 
discuss 
frankly 
any points 
of 
difference 
that might 
arise. The purpose of 
those who have trained 
and 
ap­ 


proved the treaty is to insure 
that 
there s h a ll lie no se rio u s differences, 
no seeert conspiring and no sus­ 
picions. To that end the Anglo-Jap ­ 
anese alliance is to he

“We are b o x fu l that with an im­ 
provement in the volume of traffic 
and with a further 
adjustment 
of 
operating costs in harmony 
with 
prevailing tendencies a substantially 
lower level of rates and fares will 
lie compatible with the rule of rate 
making which has been 
prescribed 
by congress and at the same 
time 
permit an adequate maintenance of j 
the properties”. 
This is taken to mean a general 
reduction in rates 
will 
follow 
the i 
comprehensive rate inquiry now in 
progress under the direction of the 
commission. The cut is expected to 
come early next year. 
The report reveals that the rail­ 
roads have dropped from their pay­ 
rolls a half million employes within 
the last year. This has greatly aid­ 
ed the railroads in making a finan­ 
cial recovery. 
Iii addition the report said: 
“With the reduction in the level of 
wages effective as of July I, 1921, 
net earnings in 
July, 
August 
and 
September 1921 again showed sub­ 
stantial 
increase,

reaching a rate of six percent on the 
value of rail

deter­ 
mined for the United States as a 
whole.” 
Outstanding among the

sion’s recommendations to congress 
was a request that the use of steel

Harding is iii favor of a soldier bo­ 
nus at this session of congress when

The.. f_<flu;Jea ding powers who 
entered into the compact to presen'e 
peace in the Pacific and Far 
East 


make no binding agreement to guar- 
antee the territorial integrity of any 
member nation and MO super govern- 
ment is set up and given authority 
to call in use the war forces of the 
United States. As the Indianapolis 
Star so aptly points out: 


Nobody undertakes to guarantee i 


the rights of. any one else, as iu the 
case of the League of Nations cove- 
nant ; there is no obligation to go to 
the rescue of any one. The treaty is 
a gentlmen's agreement to do what 
the United States would do without 
ajiy agreement in an effort at 
pre- 


venting international conflicts. 


Art. 10 of the League of Nations 


compact provides' that "The mem- 
bers of the league undertake to re- 
spect and preserve as against exter- 
nal aggression the territorial integ- 
rity and existing political independ- 
ence of all members of the league". 
Objections was raised to that 
pro- 


vision by those who believed it would 
involve us in foreign entanglements; 
that, for example, 
we 
would be 


bound to do our share toward pro- 
tecting Poland if that nation were 
attacked by a neighbor. Art. 10 was 
the great stumbling block when the 
league covenant was presented to 
our Senate 
for 
ratification. 
The j 


four-power 
agreement avoids that 


pitfall to which so many senators 
and others objected. 


The United States obligates itself, 


under 'he new treaty, .to respect the 
rights of others in tlie Pacific. This 
country has no intention of 
doing 


anything else. Our neighbors inter- 
ested in Pacific affairs agree to re- 
spect our rights, and to discuss 
frankly, .any. points , of, 
difference 


that'.might arise. The purpose of 
those who have framed 
and 
ap- 


- proved the treaty is to insure 
that 


there shall be no serious differences, 
no secert conspiring and no sus- 
picions. To that end the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance is to be abandoned, 
and all will come in on equal foot- 
ing, placing themselves on honor to 
observe the iGolden Rule in the Pa- 
cific. 


It isj inconceivable that our Senate 


will refues to ratify a treaty that 
gives so much, promise. That agree- 
ment faithfully observed and in con- 
nection with a limitation of 
arma- 


ment and a ten-year naval holiday 
should show the way to an end of 
warfare for all civilization. It its 
founded on the power- of right in- 
stead of might in international af- 
fairs. There is no obligation to re- 
frain from resorting to might, but 
every precaution would be taken to 
make sure that force is. a last 
re- 


sort.

Washington, Dec. 12—Lower rail-

Commission today in its annual re- 
port to congress.

steady improvement 
the 


commission said. 


"We are hopeful that with an im-

prevailing tendencies a substantially' 
lower level of rates and fares will 
be compatible with tihe rule of rate 
making wKlcih has been prescribed 
by congress and at the same 
time 


permit an adequate maintenance of 
the properties". 


This is taken to mean a general 


reduction in rates will follow the 
comprehensive rate inquiry now in! 
progress (under tie direction of the 
commission. The -cut is expected to 
come early next year. 


The report reveals that the rail- 


roads have dropped from their pay- 
rolls a half million employes withi 
the last year. This has greatly aic 
ed the railroads in making a finan 
cial recovery. 


In addition the report said: 
"With the reduction in the level 


wages effective as of July 1, 1921 
net earnings in July, August 
September 1921 again showed sub 
stantial increase,

Can be Worked Out in Connec- 
tion With Refunding of Debts 


WILL SEEK QUICK ACTION 


Washington, Dee. 
12—President 


Harding1 is in favor of a soldier bo- 
nus at this session of congress when 
the payments can be worked ouFin 
connection with the. refunding oirthe 
foreign debt, it was learned today. 


Harding's stand on the bonus was 


revenled to three members of 
the 


HOUEP who recently called at the 
White House. 


Then lie will not only publicly en- 


dorse the bonus but will aid in get- 
ting it speedily enacted. 


Harding will be ready for 
con- 


gress to pass the bonus bill, lie said, 
as soon as collection of $3,500,000,- 
000 or $4,000,000,000 of the eleven 
billion dollar debt is made certain. 


This further 
explains Harding's 


requests to the senate for quick ac- 
tion on the bill creating a comjs- 
siou of seven, named by the presi- 
dent to handle the foreign debt re- 
funding. If this committee can be set 
to work soon, ne believes it can whip 
the debt into such shape that the 
bonus can be passed shortly after 
the holidays.
